We 
number as many as the inhabitants of 
the Argentine or Czechoslovakia, or the 
w gle of Scandinavia including Sweden, 
Norway and Denmark. We are very 
nearly the size of Egypt, Rumania and 
Yugoslavia. We are larger than Can- 
ada, Saudi’ Arabia, Ethiopia, Hungary, 
or the Netherlands. We have twice as 
many persons as Australia or Switrer- 
land, and more than the whole Union 
of South Africa. We have more people 
than Portugal or Peru; ‘twice.as many as 
Greece and nearly as many as Turkey. 

e have more people by far than Bel- 
gium and half as many as Spain. - 

“In sheer numbers then we are a 
group which has a right to be heard; and 
while we rejoice that other smaller. né- 
tions can stand and make their wants 
known in the United Nations, we main- 
tain. equally that our voice should not 
be suppressed: or ignored.
